July Fareenda. 

[UKV. IHI. MICKS IN WORM) AND WUKKS.] 

Pleasant sunitnerdays, for the most 
part, will prevail at the opening of 
July. The full moon and the center 
of a mercury e<iuinox faling together 
on the z6th, may prolong cloudiness 
with storms in extreme east into July, 
but westerly and central regions will 
have change to fair to cooler with 
rising barometer. By the 4th, a warm 
wave will be well dcfinerl on the west- 
ern side ol the country — the barome- 
ter will lie falling in the same region, 
and the .storms will start toward the 
Hast. I'rom the 4th to the 7th, all 
the phcnoniena of a regular storm 
]K;riod may be expected at all points, 
as they march in regular order from 
e.ast to weat. 

I'nir weather to the F'ast, growing 
wanner with winds from the east to 
south, during the early part of the 
storm pericxis ate as much parts of 
the phenomena of a period as the ac- 
t iial storms ofrising wind and thunder. 
The change to cooler westerly 
winds, with barometer rising in re- 
gions we.st of storm arc.is, are alfo 
|iliysical necessities, falling in and 
bringing up the rear the moment the 
stonn area passes east of any given 
jxiiiit. 

The first is tlie be.adlidlit showing 
that the train is coming; the last the 
led light hanging to the rear co.acli, 
showing that the train has passe-l. 
II tliese cliniiges to c<x)ler westerly 
winds, with Imromeler begin- 
ning to rise, do not follow storms: 
if warm south winds hold and barom- 
eter stands or tails lower, anothcj 
section ol the storm train is sure to 
fillow within a few hours. The lotli 
and nth are re.nctionary days, at 
wliicli time it will grow very warm, 
and il .active storms do not ap|)ear, 
the warmth will increase past the new 
mooli on the .v>tli, and culmin.ate in 
heavy storms on and about the 16th, 
which is the central day of the next 
storm jicriod. If the new moon on 
the 13th leans in its |iertnrhing ef- 
ti ct toward the storm periorl of the 
iSlh to i.Sth, storms will appe.ar early 
ill the ]>eriq(f, checking the growing 
heat and bringing tenijxirarily more 
pleasant weather. That certain 
imxrn-phases exert disturbing 
influences of a meteorological char- 
acter, is a fact beyond successful con- 
tradictipii, and that these disturbing 
influences are retarded or hastened 
so as to blend with the nearest storm 
]x.'riods, is also a fact. 

If the new moon on the i 3th lends 
her influence to reactionary disturb- 
ances, central on loth and nth, a 
crisis of heat and storm will be re.ach- 
ed alxmt those days, if she reaches 
forwanl to the storm period of the 
iStli to the iKth, heat and storms 
will come to a crisis early in that pe- 
riod. \Vc expect the latter. I.et us 
watch and see. Thus we learn. 

.About the aid, 33d growing waniith 
with all the changes that precede and 
attend a return to stdnniness, will 
appear. These disturbances, also, will 
in all proability, reach their crisis 
very promptly, under electric pressure 
of the moon's firstquarter on tbeaotb. 
Bluster, with treatening clouds and 
local rinns, ma}’ be expected at this 
and at all July periods, but we think 
there will be a general lack of rain. 
The last jicriod for July runs from the 
36th to the 30th, the crisis tailing co- 
incident with the full luoon on the 
38th. 

At this tinre we will have entereil 
into the Venu.s period, which is cen- 
tral, August 9th and if we are to have 
general rains from the A’enus disturb- 
ance ill August, they are apt to be- 
gin ill earnest at this last Fuly period. 
AVe look fir much violent disturbance 
at this time, and bo|ic for seasonable 
mins, hut shall not lie surprised if 
there are more severe bluster, electri- 
cal display and rapid transitions trom 
heat to cool, than rain. At all events 
we may reasonably expect a respite 
from summer heat at the close of the 
last of the July storms.
